Judge Sater believes, lor they tre 
so ignorant of American laws and 
customs that they believe that liv- 
ing in this country, or being oorii 
in the United Sites entitled them ;o 
the right of suffrage. 
The 
fact, 


though, that aliens have and wield 
the balance of power in close ejec- 
tions is a challenge which the state 
and nation must meet, the federal 
judge 
believes. 
Americanization 
and all that it means is the bohition 
to the problcin. 


"When I was at Camp SUermau 


last jear naturalizing alien soldiers, 
I was surprised to note the largo 
per cent of those men \vho declare J 
that they had already voted," said 
Judge Sater. "Assuming that there 
vere only five per cent in that large 
gathering whc had voted you will 
seu what a vat>t number that would 
mean in the state. 


Observations made at Camp Sher- 


man have convinced Judge Sater that 
compulsory military training is one 
of the best means of Americanizing ' 
foreigners and making them worthy 
o£ the right of suffrage.
